SP ‘FAMILY OF COMPANIES’ CONFERENCE 


#6 00D public relations depend on 
good employe relations. Good 
employe relations depend on good haman 
relations and good human relations de- 
pend on good supervision.” This was the 
theme of a public and employe relations 
conference in San Francisco, November 
4.5, of representatives of the 5t. Louis 
and Southwestern Railway Company, 
Pacific Electric Railway Company, Texas 
and New Orleans Lines and Pacific Lines 
people from El Paso, Phoenix, Portland 
and California points. 


Welcoming talk was made by Presi- 
dent D. J. Russell, who commented that 
meeting of this type are particularly 
valuable in giving the members of SP’s 
“family of companies” an opportunity 
to become better acquainted. He urged 
all present to get together and exchange 
ideas. 

“We are one big family,” he said, 
“and all our thinking and planning 
should be with this in mind. We want 
to have Southern Pacific thought of by 
its employes, its stockholders and the 
public as the greatest railroad system 
in the country.” 

The president pointed out that in 
order to have the public think well of 
Southern Pacific, the employes must 
think well of their Company. They 
should feel that they are a part of the 
organization, for “every Southern Pa- 
cific employe is important.” 

In our relations with the public, he 
emphasized, we are known by the serv- 
ice we perform, 

“In our passenger business we intend 
to give the best possible service where 
the traffic demand exists,” he stated, 
“but we cannot run trains that do not 
pay their way. We must be utterly frank 
at all times. We have no secrets, nothing 
to be ashamed of.” 
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Opening session of the conference pre- 
sented a panel of four SP vicc-presidents 
and other officers. They discussed what 
their departments could do to continue 
building good public and employe re- 
Jationships and what assistance the pub- 
lie and employe relations staff could give 
them. Participating in the discussion 
were Vice-Presidents J. W. Corbett, 
W. W. Hale, C. E. Peterson, and George 
L. Buland, Assistant General Auditor 
U. A. Nordeen, and Assistant to the 
President L. B. Young. 

Other topics of discussion during the 
two-day sessions included: “Interpreting 
the Company to the Public,” “Improving 
our Community Relations,” “Improving 
our Employe Relations,” “Development 
of Railroad People,” “Stockholder Re- 
lations,” and “Highway Competition.” 
Talks were followed by question and an- 
swer periods. 


Luncheon speaker on the first day was 
J.C. Carter, executive assistant, T&NO, 
who spoke on the value of maintaining 
active relationships with the communi- 
ties we serve, whenever possible aligning 
our interests with theirs.

SP Fireman Cautions 
Careless Motorists 


TPHERE would be a lot fewer grade 
~ crossing accidents if motorists would 
heed the advice of Richard M. Murdock 
of Dunsmuir, regular fireman on the 
Shasta Daylight and Cascade. 

Murdock presented his views in a re- 
cent letter to the Sacramento Bee. 

“When you see a revolving Mars 
headlight clearly—day or night—don’t 
cross the tracks! ... streamlined passen- 
ger trains such as the City of San Fran- 
cisco, San Francisco Overland, Shasta 
Daylight and the Cascade are allowed 79 
miles per hour in most level districts. 

“Seventy-nine miles per hour is 115 
feet per second. A streamliner 1,150 feet 
away—nearly a quarter of a mile—will 
he upon you in 10 seconds. 

“At six miles per hour, your auto or 
truck is traveling slightly less than nine 
feet per second. At that rate, a 70-foot 
truck and trailer takes nine seconds to 
clear its Jength, plus 12 feet to clear the 
tracks. In that nine seconds a stream- 
liner travels one-fifth of a mile! 

“From a stop, it takes an auto from 
two to five seconds to run its length plus 
12 feet for track clearance. You would 
not make it if the Shasta Daylight was 
345 feet away! 

“A 70-foot truck and trailer, from a 
stop, would not clear the tracks if the 
steeamliner was a quarter mile away! 
On the other hand, should you stop 
when the train was a full mile away, 
you would have but 50 seconds to wait 
until the entire train had passed.

We're Planning to Buy 
2000 New Freight Cars 


OUTHERN PACIFIC has asked for 

bids on another 2000 new freight 
cars, although 6300 cars are still to be 
delivered on its previous orders. 

The new orders will raise to approxi- 
mately 40,000 the number of new freight 
cars acquired or ordered by Southern 
Pacific since end of World War II. 

Since January 1, 1946, capacity of the 
Southern Pacific freight car fleet in serv- 
ice has been increased about 31 per cent, 
contrasted to a national average gain of 
about 4 per cent. 

Southern Pacific's large acquisitions 
of new rolling stock, together with ex- 
tensive postwar expansion of plant facil- 
ities, are to meet the needs of national 
defense and are in keeping with popula- 
tion growth and industria] developments 
in its territory.

SHORT OF IT

NYONE who has done any book- 
keeping, or even tried to balance a 
check book, is familiar with the feeling 
that comes when the accounts do not 
jibe. 

The Over and Short Bureau of Freight 
Protection, Merchandise and Station 
Service is confronted with a similar sit- 
uation every day. But on a grander seale. 
They aren't concerned with finding mis- 
placed dollars in a set of books. They 
are balancing the accounts on expensive 
LCL freight shipments ranging from 
paper napkins to agricultural imple- 
ments, from candy to television sets, 

Every shipment billed as being shipped 
must be received. If it isn’t, the books 
do not balance. According to the law 
of averages, there should be an overage 
for every shortage. In other words, if 
something has been shipped and doesn’t 
arrive at the station where it’s supposed 
to, it should show up somewhere else. 

That’s where the over and short clerks 
come in. They try to locate misdirected 
shipments and get them hack where they 
belong, 

Here's how it works: Recently, an 
LCL shipment of luggage from Seattle 
didn’t arrive in South San Francisco as 
it was supposed to, Since South San 
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Francisco received billing for the ship- 
nent, the agent immediately submitted 
a “short” report to FPM&SS in San 
Francisco. As his report arrived, an 
“over” report came up from the agent in 
Los Angeles who had a shipment that he 
couldn’t account for, The two reports 
were matched by Senior OS&D Clerks 
E. B. Rizzi and Eulah Y. Stockton, and 
Los Angeles was told to forward the 
merchandise to South San Francisco. 
Both agencies issued OK reports, and the 
hooks on that particular transaction were 
closed. 


Not Always So Good 


However, it doesn’t always work that 
easily, Some of the missing shipments 
never de turn up and remain unsolved 
mysteries in spite of the efforts of the 
over and short clerks and our Chief Spe- 
cial Agent's staff who try to track them 
down, When a shipment cannot be lo- 
cated, the Company must pay a claim. 
Sometimes, a shipment is found long 
after a claim has been paid. This still 
results in a loss, as we can seldom hope 
to sell an article for the same amount 
we have paid out in a claim for it. Just 
recently, on a visit ta an agency, a travel- 
ing auditor noticed a wooden hox in the 
corner of a shed. He asked the agent 
what it contained and was told it was 
empty. The auditor turned the box over 
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and inside found a typewriter that had 
been declared short two years before. 
This was one of the many claims that 
could have been avoided. 


Over and short reports constitute a 
record for the adjustment of claims, and 
agents should send them in promptly. 
A tremendous filing system and a size- 
able staff in.San Francisco handles these 
reports that come in from all over Pacific 
Lines, insuring that each of them is 
acted upon immediately. It is the re- 
sponsibility of the agents to assist these 
FPM&SS people by sending in their 
reports of over or short shipments as 
quickly as possible. Delays on their part 
may mean the payment of a claim by 
the Company. Until a shipment is re- 
ported over at some point, it must be 
assumed to be lost, and we must pay a 
claim for it. 

Here’s what can be done to keep the 
Company from losing revenue through 
the payment of claims for lost shipments: 
All shipments must be properly billed, 
addressed and loaded; agents must im- 
mediately report to FPM&SS any ship- 
ment that is over or short. If these 
things are done we will save work and 
money, and keep the business and friend- 
ship of our LCL shippers. Alf employes 
whose work concerns the movement of 
freight should do their best to keep the 
over and short “books” in perfect hal- 
ance,

Ben C. Dey, Director and 
Retired Law Head, Dies 


EN C. DEY, member of the Board of 
Directors of Southern Pacific Com- 
pany and retired 
general counsel, 
died November 25. 

When he retired 
on December 31, 
1947, Dey had heen 
general counsel for 
the last 18 years of 
his 42 years’ service. 

A native of Ore- 
gon, Dey graduated 
in law from Stanford University in 1905 
and returned to Portland, where he be- 
gan practice with the counsel for South- 
erm Pacific in Oregon. In 1916 he was 
appointed general attorney for SP in 
that state, and in 1930 advanced to gen- 
eral Counsel for the entire system, with 
headquarters in New York. He trans- 
ferred to San Francisco in 1939, when 
the general executive offices were moved 
from New York to the West Coast, 

He had been a member of the Board 
of Directors since April, 1934, 


At the beginning of 1952 the rail- 
roads owned and operated about 223,500 
miles of railroad and 396,000 miles of all 
railway trackage.

OUR WASHINGTON BUSINESS-GETTERS 


[HHS is the eiahth in a series of articles presented by the “Bulletin” to acquaint 
our online readers with members of the far-flung Southern Pacific family who 
work in our off-line agencies.

rPAHE Capitol, the White House, Sena- 

tors and Congressmen, the Pentagon, 
Washington Monument, alphabet agen- 
cies—that and a lot more is Washington, 
D. C.,, one of the busiest and most im- 
portant cities in which SP maintains an 
off-line general agency. 

SP's outpost in the Capital was es- 
tablished before World War I with the 
organization of a small Washington- 
Sunset Route office. In 1942 the Balti- 
more, Maryland, agency was consoli- 
dated with the Washington office. Now, 
a staff of nine, under the direction of 
P. R. Conaghan, general agent, is sell- 
ing SP service in the Nation’s Capital, 

The traffic solicited by the Washing- 
ton General Agency contributes a size- 
able amount to SP’s passenger and 
freight revenues. This comes from im- 
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portant commercial traffic originating 
and terminating in its territory—the 
State of Maryland and portions of Vir- 
ginia and West Virginia—and from the 
tremendous volume of nation-wide Gov- 
ernment traffic routed by various agen- 
cies in the Capital, which requires the 
constant attention of the Washington 
General Agency staff. 

The Capital City now has a metropoli- 
tan population of over a million and a 
half. Most large industrial concerns, 
principal newspapers and insurance com- 
panies have representatives there, as do 
several hundred organizations of various 
types. Also, there are the staffs of for- 
cign embassies and legations. All of 
these people provide a lively potential 
for passenger customers, and General 
Agent Conaghan and his staff make the 
most of it. 
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Washington Monument, Lincoln Memorial and White House are among famous structures 
which draw thousands of freedom-loving tourists to our Nation's capital. 


A good percentage of the considerable 
passenger business comes from Govern- 
ment personnel on vacations. These em- 
ployes, who have come te Washington 
from points scattered all over the United 
States, take extensive trips, requiring 
detailed handling of transportation. 

‘The Government also originates much 
passenger business, usually involving 
side trips and indirect routes and com- 
binations of tickets. 

Many organized trips are set up in 
Washingion involving both extra cars 
and special trains. Periodically this in- 
yolves movement of a Presidential train, 
and our representative attends the trans- 
portation meetings at the White House 
when details for such movements are 
discussed. Our Washington office usually 
has a hand in organizing the campaign 
trains that roll into our territory every 
four years. 
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The Capital City is visited daily by 
thousands of tourists and businessmen, 
coming from points all over the South- 
ern Pacific System. Our Washington 
General Agency staff feels that one of 
their most important duties is to give 
these people courteous and efficient serv- 
ice-when they call at our office. But this 
isn’t difficult to do, since friendliness and 
courtesy come most easily to our Wash- 
ington, D. C., “business-getters.” 


Herbert Ne Waugh was honored at 
a luncheon of the Southern California 
Passenger Assn. last month when he re- 
tired as city ticket agent, Los Angeles, 
after 46 ycars’ service. Waugh started as 
ticket clerk in 1906, became city agent 
in 1922 and was appointed agent in

We Have Proud Record, President 
Russell Tells Houston Gathering 


TIOHE men and women of Southern Pa- 

cific, wherever they work or whatever 
their jobs, may well be proud of their 
railroad, President D. J. Russell told a 
gathering of 92 officers and supervisors 
who attended a luncheon in his honor in 
Houston in October. The president was 
en route to New Orleans to take part in 
observance of the 100th anniversary of 
our lines in Louisiana. 

This, he said, is because Southern Pa- 
cific, throughout its jong and eventful 
history, has always adhered to a policy 
of honesty and fairness in its dealings 
with the public. This policy, he de- 
clared, will be kept intact in the years 
ahead. 

“Tn all the years Southern Pacific has 
met its obligations to the fullest,” he said, 
“At no time has it settled an account on 
a partial or discount basis, but paid 
dollar for dollar owed. This has applied 
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even in instances where it assumed obli- 
gations for which it was not originally 
responsible, and has held steadfast in 
good times and bad.” 

He also pointed to the fact that South- 
ern Pacific has never been in bankruptcy 
nor receivership for the reason that its 
business affairs have always been judi- 
ciously administered. It has earned the 
respect of the business and financial in- 
terests of the country by the way in 
which it has conducted its affairs. 

President Russell also called atten- 
tion to the fact that Southern Pacific 
was the first railroad in the United 
States to issue back pay checks to con- 
ductors and enginemen following the 
recent wage settlement. This money, 
he said, belonged to Southern Pacific 
employes affected by the wage award 
and the company caw to it that it was in 
their hands at the earliest possible mo- 
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ment. He expressed the Company's pride 
in being able to meet these obligations 
with such promptness. 


Throughout the country, President 
Rugseil said, the public new looks 10 
Southern Pacific for leadership, not so 
much because it is a Jarge railroad, but 
because it has surrounded itself with men 
of high character and calibre who pos- 
sess the practical know-how of railroad- 
ing. He cited instances where some of 
the leading business and transportation 
organizations of the country had called 
Southern Pacific representatives to take 
the lead in carrying on their work. 


“Wherever Southern Pacific people go 
they can held their heads high,” he 
stated. “They should have no hesitancy 
int telling-the etary of their fafiroad, for 
it is one of which to be proud.” 


He cited the fact that Southern Pa- 
cific, from the standpoint of road mile- 
age, is the longest railroad system in the 
U. &., now embracing 15,000 miles and 
affording employment to 95,000 men and 
women, This includes, he said, the road 
mileage of the Cotton Belt railroad, in 
which Southern Pacific owns the con- 
trolling interest. He also said that 
Southern Pacific now has approximately 
54,000 stockholders distributed over the 
country, a recent increase of about 3,000. 

President Russell called attention to 
Southern Pacific's expenditure of $430,- 
060,000 for new power and equipment 
ordered since the close of World War IL. 
Capital expenditures on SP’s main rail- 
road plant have been at the rate of 
$62,000,000 annually since the war, 

He urged the cooperation of ali con- 
cerned in helping Southern Pacific retain 
the prestige it has won by its past record. 
“We must not be satisfied with what we 
are doing, but continue to look and plan 
ahead,” he declared. “Our constant in- 
terest must be in rendering the most 
efficient transportation service and in do- 
ing all we can to make the public think 
well of us.” 
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Zika Appointed General 
Freight Agent, Portland 


ROMOTION of Frank J. Zika to 
the newly created position of general 
freight agent, 
headquarters 
Portland, was an- 
nounced Novem- 
her 1, 

Zika, who has 
heen assistant 
general freight 
agent, started 
with SP in 1927 
as a rate clerk at 
Portland after 
eight years’ ex- 
perience with another railroad. Later he 
became transcontinental commerce clerk 
and in 1935 was advanced to city freight 
agent. In 1938 he became rate clerk and 
in 1942 chief rate clerk, with supervision 
over all rate work in the Northern Dis- 
trict. He moved to San Francisco in 
1943 as commerce agent, and returned 
to Portland in 1950 as assistant general 
freight agent.

The average freight car you see on 
the railroads is big and heavy—it’s built 
that way to do the big, tough transpor- 
tation job that America’s vast produc- 
tion demands. To accommodate these 
cars, the railroads, with their own moncy, 
have built and maintain their own 
heavy-duty highways of stecl over which 
moves the bulk of America’s freight— 
freight that might otherwise further 
crowd the highways over which you 
drive your car. 


The locomative fleet of the Class I 
railroads at the beginning of 1952 con- 
sisted of 21,747 steam locomotives, 17,- 
493 diesel locomotive units, 780 electric 
locomotive units, and 16 gasoline and 
other types of power units, for a total 
of 40,036 units. 
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IPHE form reproduced above, known as CS-1475, was delivered to each employe 
with his pay check for the last period of November. If there has been a change 
in your marital status or address during the past year it is imperative that you so 
indicate on the form at once and give it to your supervisor, who will forward it to 
the Auditor of Pay Roll Accounts. It is important that you do this because it soon 
will be time for the Auditor of Pay Roll Accounts to prepare and mail forms W-2, 
your annual statement of wages and tax withheld. Form W-2 is the one you send 
to the Internal Revenue Department at income tax time, and it must show correct 
information as to your marital status and your address. If, after you fill out the 
form CS-1475 there is another change in your marital status or address before you 
receive form W-2, you should notify the Auditor of Pay Roll Accounts at 63 Market 
Street, San Francisco, of such change, as well as giving your full name and Secial 


Security number. 


W. W. Hale, vice pres., system frt. 
traffic, was guest speaker at the Navem- 
ber mecting of the SF Office Super- 
visors’ Council.

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LA Divn. Tops Western 
In Safety Competition 


OS ANGELES was the victor in a 
month-long Safety “battle”: with 
Western Division. During October Los 
Angeles Division forces made one of the 
best Safety records in their history with 
only three reportable injuries checked 
against them. Although Westcrn Divyi- 
sion’s record has heen improving during 
recent months, Los Angeles Division 
proved to be too tough an adversary.

For a different and very good-tasting 
casserole dish for New Year’s buffet 
supper or company dinner any time, you 
may like to try this one from Fran 
Fischer of El Paso, Texas. 


SHE’S A REAL TEXAN 


Mrs, Fischer is a real Texan and writes 
in the breezy style you'd expect to find 
“deep in the heart of.” She says: 

“The SP Family at Home is always the 
first page I turn to when I receive the 
Bulletin each month. 

“Casserole dishes seem to be the order 
of the day, especially here in the South- 
west, The recipe 1 am sending is my 
favorite; it's economical and easily pre- 
pared, We like it with a tangy combina- 
tion salad, crusty French bread, pots of 
piping coffee, and fresh fruit for dessert.” 
And here is her recipe: 


HAM CASSEROLE DE LUXE 


Cut into bite-size or chop coarsely % 
Ib. ready-to-eat ham. Add 4 tablespoons 
finely chopped green pepper. Cook 1 
8-0z. package wide noodles until tender. 
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Fran Fischer is a steno-clerk in the El Paso 
Shops. She majored in Foods in both high 
schoo} and college, and collecting recipes is 
one of her hobbies. Fortunately, sha says, her 
husband is a willing "guinea pig’ and likes 
everything she cooks! 


Mix 1 tablespoon grated onion with 1 
pint commercially soured cream. 

Now, grease a 2qt. casserole dish 
lightly, As soon as noodles are drained 
and rinsed, but not dry and sticky, make 
a layer of them in the bottom of the cas- 
serole, then a layer of chopped ham fol- 
lowed by % of the sour cream, Repeat 
until there are 3 layers. Season each 
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with salt and pepper. Having three lay- 
ers is important because it spreads the 
ham and sour cream more evenly through 
the noodles. 


Top with buttered bread crumbs and 
heat through thoroughly. If you place it 
high in the oven, the top will brown 
nicely in the time it takes to heat 
through; another important point is that 
it must not stay in the oven long enough 
to dry out (350° for 20 to 30 minutes). 

Serves 6 hungry people, or 4 starving. 


WINTER VEGETABLE WAYS 


When you run out of ways to fix those 
same old vegetables, perhaps you'd like 
to try one of these ideas on your family. 


Ham-Browned Cauliflower. Fry 
ham slowly. Meanwhile cook the cauli- 
flower in boiling water. When cauli- 
flower is done, take up the ham, then 
carefully lift the caulifiowerets into the 
hot ham ‘skillet. Turn until all are a 
delicate brown. Serve immediately. 


Peas and Onions. In a heavy sauce- 
pan cook several tablespoons chopped 
onion in a little butter 5 to 10 minutes, 
or until transparent, taking care that 
it does not burn. Add frozen or green 
peas, together with a little boiling water, 
and cook as usual.
